PRESSING FORWARD 
ON PORT ARTHUR. 


Japanese Are Lending Large Armies at 
Ti akushap and 


Kouropatkin is Advised Against His Better Judg- 
ment to Attempt the Relief of the Port — Thirty 
Thousand Men Defending it—Possibility of a Dash by 
the Squadron—Chinese Bandits Active on Railway.

CNDON, June 3.—[By Atlantic Cable.| Telegrams from dif- 
8 ferent points seem to confirm the rumor that Gen. Kouro- 
patkin is attempting a diversion in the direction of Port 
Arthur. Russian reinforcements, according to a dispatch from 
Tien-Tsin, are moving southward from Kai Ping toward Wafang- 
tien, under, Gen. Stalkenburg. They comprise a battery of artil- 
lery, four Siberian regiments, and a company of Cossacks, aggre- 


; gating 12,000 men. Another brigade is following, the intention 


being to engage the Japanese now attacking Port Arthur in their 
rear. 

The Standard correspondent at Tien-Tsin, — the same 
news, says: 

The Russian force in the engagment at Wafangtien, May 30, 
is supposed to have been formed of four Siberian regiments, which 
were reported to have left Tachichiachao, May 28, being the first 
portion of a relieving column for Port Arthur. The railway is 
fairly intact from the north of Wafangtien, but it is completely 
deserted from there to Pulantien. The Japanese are unconcerned 
over this demonstration, being convinced that it will be imprac- 
ticable for the Rugsians to move sufficient force to prove effective. ”’ 

These reports are received with certain measures of skepti- 
cism in London. The belief here is that if Gen. Kouropatkin is 
undertaking such a desperate measure,.he can only be doing so in 
deference to the strongest political pressure and against his better 
judgment. 

No further news of any kind has been received about the 
movements of the Japanese forces, Both Gens. Kuroki and 
Oku are working in the utmost secrecy. 

IRT THOUSAND DEFENDERS. 


The Daily Telegraph's well-informed Tokio correspondent 
estimates the total defending force in Port Arthur at 30,000. 

This is a most formidable army, he says, and it will be 
a marvelous achievement to carry by assault such a place, with 
more than a score of great landward forts disposed at a distance 
of 15 miles from the harbor. Still, the reduction of the place 
undoubtedly can be accomplished.” 

According to the Chronicle’s Tokio correspondent, the Rus- 
sians have completed eleven fortresses at Liao Yang and are 
laying mines at a distance af 5000 feet around them. 

JAPANESE LANDING TROOPS. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED 

CHEFOO, June 3, 1:30 a. m.—The Japanese have landed an- 
other lot of troops at Tsing Tuilse (Cheng Thaits Su.) about 
twenty miles southwest of Takushan. A Chinese junk arriving 
from there, reports that seventy warsbips and transports have 
discharged troops there. One thousand soldiers had been garri- 
soned ashore. Reinforcements for the Japanese army, which is 
attacking Port Arthur, have been landed northeast of Talienwan. 
Their number is unknown. ; 

YIFTY THOUSAND AT TAKUSHAN.

-SVANZALEN, (Manchuria,) June 1—[Delayed in transmis- 
sion.| The Japanese are landing another army of 60,000 men at 
Takushan, it is reported. 

Japanese posts were withdrawn today from positions near 
Vafangow, destroying the bridges as they retired.

RUSSIANS, CHINESE AND JAPS.

LONDON, June 2.—The Daily Mails Newchwang correspond- 
ent, cabling under date of June 2, says: ’ 

Gen. Stalkenberg, with 14,000 Russians, made up of artillery 
and cavalry, and also infantry, has reached south of Liao Yang in 
the direction of Wafantien. 

Large forces of Chinese bandits are collecting in the hills 
northeast of the Liao River, and are preparing to cut the railway 
north of Mukden.”’

Manchuria. Although the impression 
prevailed among the members of the 
General Staff that Gen. Kuroki's pur- 
pose was to make feints to prevent 
Gen. Kouropatkin from moving, but 
not to attack him until the result of 
the campaign against Port Arthur is 

termined, there is now appareently 

ore inclination to think he will try 
a demonstration in force, which 
might result in a decisive engagement. 
The Japanese commander is constant- 
ly shifting his columns back and forth 
to conceal his real purposes, the lat- 
est reports received being that he has 
again abandoned Simatza, north of 
Feng Wang Cheng. 

All the reports received at Gen. 
Kouropatkin’s headquarters from the 
Kwan Tung Peninsula are increasing 
the extent of the Japanese losses at 
Kinchow, one making the number at 
about twenty thousand men. Accu- 
rate reports of the Russian losses, as 
well as of the Russian forces engaged, 
were probably brought by Lieut.-Col. 
Gourko to Mukden from Port Arthur. 
It Is known that the Japanese state- 
ments are incorrect in a number of 
particulars. For instance, they gave 
the name of a regiment as engaged 
which really is at Liao Yang. 

SQUADRON MAY DASH OUT.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 2, 7 p. 
m.—It can safely be predicted that 


the Russian squadron at Port Arthur 


will not wait until the last moment 
before going out. The Admiralty 
seems to entertain no fear, if the sit- 
uation there becomes desperate, that 
the squadron will be caught like a rat 
in a trap. Rear-Admiral Wittsoeft's 
dispatch, given out yesterday, gave as- 
surances on this point. A portion of it 
which has not been made public said 
that every ship except the Pobieda 
was now ready to go to sea at a mo- 
ment’s notice, and that the channel 
was clear. 

He confirmed the belief which ex- 
isted here that the Japanese will con- 
tinue their efforts to block the chan- 
nel before the decisive moment to 
storm the fortress on the land side ar- 
rives, and has made his plans accord- 
ingly. In the opinion of the most 
competent military critics, the land

VAIN EFFORTS AT SPRINGFIELD.

SPRINGFIELD (Tl) June 22.—A 
desperate effort on the part of Re- 
publican leaders to break the dead- 
lock in the State convention failed 
today, and at 8 o'clock toftigh the 
assembiage took a recess until.

Ex- 
Congressman Walter Reever. chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions, 
and Chairman Cannon engineered the 
plan, which was made possible by 
the report of the Committee on Res- 
olutions. which presented the resolu- 
tion which it originated and which 
Was referred to the committee at yes- 
terdays session. 

This resolution was to the effect that 
the delegates be released from instruc- 
tions, and when it was presented. 
Reeves called upon the candidates, 
one by one, to come before the con- 
vention and express their opinion re- 
garding it. Each deciared in favor of 
the resolution, speaking in the order 
named: Frank 0. Lowden, . 
Richard T. Yates, Charles Dendéen, 
Atty.-Gen. Howland J. Hamlin, Law- 
rence Sherman, Congressman Vespa- 
sion Warner and John H. Pierce. 

Congressman Cannon demanded the 
attention of the convention and elo- 
anently pleaded with the delegates 
to break the deadlock. He declared 
that the delegates must compromise 
and called attention to the fact that 
the convention by its inaction was in- 
juring the Republican party, not only 
in Illinois, but in the entire nation. 

“Let us adopt this resolution,” he 
said, “and nominate a ticket and let's 
do it today.’ 

There was not a vote against the 
resolution, but when the roll was call- 
ed for the sixty-seventh ballot there 
was no substantial change from the 
ballots of the previous day. On the 
next ballot, taken before the noon re- 
cess, a number of the uninstructed 
delegates voted for Judge Sherman, 
whose speech before the convention 
had made a g impression, and he 
received 80 votes

pected break Yates to Lowden 
came and he got the vote of Speaker 
Cannon's district, as well as the votes 
Of several othet couhtfes and some 
scattering delegates.

At first, the 
straggling walls of Mauchia Ying gave 
them some cover and a moment's 
breathing space. Then the gallant lit- 
tle infantrymen crept on again up 
the slopes toward the Bussian position.

A few who 
seemed to have charmed lives strug- 
gled on until they reached the wire eu- 
tanglements. 

“It was in vain. Heroic effort was 
wasted. Within fifteen minutes these 
two battalions ceased to exist, except 
as a trail of mutilated bodies at the 
foot of the Russian glacis. 

“Seeing the failure of this attack. 
the gunboats and supporting artillery 
concentrated the whole of their fire 
upon the point where Gen. Oku had de- 
termined to drive home his wedge, 
and by evening the works were practi- 
cable for an assault by a general who 
had such infantry as the Japanese, and 
who was prepared to take the respon- 
sibility of such fearful losses. It 
would seem as if the actual carrying 
of the works had been another alma. 
The word was given for a bayonet at- 
tack. Then the whole Japanese 
surge forward and the moral be'ance 
went over to the side of the Japanese, 
the Ryssians retiring before them.

FAILED TO FINO_ISLAND. 
TACOMA’S QUEST FRUITLESS.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—The 
United States cruiser Tacoma, which 
sailed from Honolulu May 20, arrived 
here today. 

Instead of following the direct course 
from the Hawaiian metropolis to this 
city, the Tacoma made a detour toward 
Panama, in order to locate, if possible, 
an unknown island on which the war- 
ship Levant is thought by some mari- 
ners to have been wrecked in 1860. The 
island was first reported by Capt. John 
Degreaves in 1859, but its existence has 
never been verified. 

The investigation made by the Ta- 
coma revealed nothing. No unchar- 
ted island was seen and the soundings 
made failed to indicate anything of 
importance to n..vigators. 


FERRY BOAT SWEPT AWAY.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The attention of 
Commissioner Grunsky of the Isthmi- 
an Canal Commission was called to- 
day to the report that Pacific Coast 
jobbers were sending Seth Mann to 
Washington to urge the commission 
to abrogate the contract existing be- 
tween the Panama Railway and the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company. 

“The commission will be glad to 
hear what Mr. Mann has to say,” said 
Commissioner Grunsky. “It will also 
invite the Pacific Mail to give a state- 
ment of its side of the case, and will 
not attempt to-decide the matter until 
both sides have prevented their 
cases. 

“Nothing can be done in any event 
for some months, as the United States 
is not in control, and while the United 
States owns sixty-nine seventieths of 
the stock, it is for the present a mere 
stockholder, and has no voice in the 
management of the railroad. It is 
probable that within the next few 
months the present directors will step 
aside, one by one, and elect canal 
commissioners directors in their 
stead. In due time, the commission- 
ers will control the railway in behalf 
of the United States. 

“I have not studied closely the terms 
of the contracts existing between the 
Pacific Mail and the Panama Railroad, 
but it is my impression that the con- 
tract may be terminated after ninety 
days’ notice on the part of the rail- 
road. At any rate, the contract may 
be terminated within a few months, if 
the directors of the railroad see fit to 
do 80. Several commissioners are 
absent, and it will be some time before 
there will be a quorum in Washington. 
In the meanwhile, those of us who are 
here will hear what both sides have 
to say in this matter.” 


INVESTIGATOR FOR ALASKA. 
PRESIDENT APPOINTS ONE. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—{Excliu- 
sive Dispatch] Conditions have be- 
come so bad in Alaska that the Presi- 
dent today decided to make a thorough 
investigation there to ascertain if the 
charges made against the courts and 
executive officers are warranted. This 
decision was arrived at during a con- 
ference between the President and At- 
torney- Gen. Knox and Oscar Foote, 
who is a delegate to the National Re- 
publican Convention from Alaska. Im- 
mediately after the conference, it was 
announced that the President would 
appoint James 8. Young, district at- 
torney at Pittsburgh, as special agent 
of the Department of Justice to go to 
Alaska and make an investigation. He 
will enter upon the work immediately. 
Charges of the most serious charac- 
ter have been lately filed against 
Judge Brown and Judge Wickersham 
of Alaska, and also against Gov. 
Brady. While the exact character of 
the charges are held in secret, it is 
known that they relate to indiscrimi- 
nate appointment of receivers for 
mining claims. In the entire First 
Judicial District of Alaska, nearly 
every mining claim has been thrown 
into the hands of receivers and heavy 
costs imposed against the owners. An 
immense number of miners from San 
Francisco have joined in making pro- 
tests to the Department of Justice 
about the matter. The charges have 
become so numerous that the Presi- 
dent has become convinced that noth- 
ing but a thorough investigation, to be 
followed by a general house-cleaning, 
will answer for the case. 


THEY WANT THE HOUSE. 

DEMOCRATS GOING FOR IT. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES } 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch] Chairman Cowherd and 
his associates on the Democratic Con- 
gZressional Committee, will this week 
open a campaign for election of a 
Democratic House in the Fifty-ninth 
Congress. Every one at committee 
headquarters in the Riggs House is 
enthusiastic over the prospects of 
overturning the Republican majority 
of twenty-four votes necessary to se- 

cure control of the next House. 

There will be a meeting tomorrow of 
the Committee on Literature, when the 
ncipal apeeches to be distributed in 
he early part of the campaign will be 
selected. The members of this com- 
mittee are Chairman Cowherd, Senator 
Carmack of Tennessee and Senator 
Culberson of Texas. Owing to the un- 
certainty of the stand to be taken by 
the St. Louis convention on the tariff 
and other important subjects, the Con- 
jonal Committee will go slow in 
ing down the plans of the cam- 
paign for the first month or so. Chair- 
man Cowherd bas no desire to run 
counter to the declarations of the St. 
Louis convention by adopting litera- 
ture of a kind that will not harmon- 
ize with the party’s platform. Con- 
sequently, the tariff literature that ‘s 
to be distributed during the next six 
weeks will be of the mildest character. 
Many leaders still feel ehy about 
pressing tariff revision as a leading 
issue. They believe there has been a 
large overproduction, which is going 
to cause more mills to close during 
the Presidential fight. In the course 
of a few months, this will add many 
thousands to the already large num- 
ber of unemployed. Then, again, 
there are hundreds of Democratic 
capitalists who run mills, factories and 
other industrial enterprises, to whom 
the cry of extreme tariff revision does 
not appeal. Chairman Cowherd and 
his associates are giving careful con- 
sideration to all these facts, with the 
enn that the tariff will be touched 


on very lightly until the position of 
the party on the subject is clearly de- 
fined at the national convention. 

It is likely that, in the meantime, 
the committee will confine its distri- 
bution of tariff literature to the 
speeches of John S. Williams. The 
latter is one of the moderate revision- 
ists, believing that the protective 
tariff on trust-made articles should be 
lowered or repealed, and that suitable 
measures of protection be given to 
general industries.

WASHINGTON, June 2.— The re- 
quest of the New York Maritime Ex- 
change that a warship be sent in search 
of the Conemaugh, of the International 
Mercantile Marine Company, now six 
weeks overdue on its trip from Hono- 
lulu to New York, has been received at 
the Navy Department. The vessel 
nearest to the Chilean port, where the 
Conemaugh was last sighted is the 
Boston, now en route from the isthmus 
for San Francisco, and about due at 
Acapulco. She is something like 3000 
miles distant. On the Atlantic side 
there are no United States warships in 
the Caribbean Sea. 

The department, in replying to the 
request today, stated that there are no 
naval vessels in South American wa- 
ters at this time, and expressed regret 
that no assistance in the search can be 
rendered.

out that public opinion in Great Brit- 
ain, France, and Russia is becoming 
more favorable, the war, instead of 
proving an obstacle to an alliance. 
serving as one of the arguments in its 
favor. 

More significant still ls a strong in- 
timation of the Novosti. foreshadow- 
ing that a commercia! treaty between 
the two countries will pave the way 
to a purely commercial rapprochement. 
The Novosti adds: “The realization of 
this is easier, as this afternoon Rus- 
sia and Great Britain are bound by 
enormous commercial dealings. It is 
true that Russia is further from Great 
Britain than France, but she is nearer

with Russia's.” 

The paper makes the further point 
that, without such a commercial 
treaty, any political agreement would 
be very frail. 

Although it is impossible to ascer- 
tain at this time whether the question 
of such a commercial treaty has ac- 
tually been taken up, the possibility 
of its being the next step in the pro- 
gramme toward a political agreement 
arouses the keenest interest in diplo- 
matic circles, where it is considered 
fraught wita most far-reaching impor- 
tance. The United States probably 
will be the chief loser by such a 
treaty. America has already suffered 
from the differential duties levied 
against her in retaliation for the Im- 
position of a countervailing duty on 
Hussian sugar, imports of American 
agricultural machinery, etc., which a 
few years ago were very large, having 
fallen almost to nothing. With tariff 
concessions, Great Britain is bound to 
succeed to all this trade, with its big 
potential influences for the future: 
The impression is growing that Great 
Britain la playing a shrewd game for 
high stakes, commercially as well as 
politically, and that while a complete 
agreement would be mutually advan- 
tageous to both Russia and Great 
Britain, it would be at the expense of 
the United States in both these direc- 
tions.

Wrests Montague from the 
Deadly Breakers. 


Thrilling Episode of Lively 
Barbecue Day 


Locomotive Brotherhood Will 
Resume Balloting. 


But for the heroic action of W. E. 
Futch in saving his brother locomotive 
engineer, E. A. Montague. Jrom drown- 
ing, the otherwise highly successful 
b .becue of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers at Playa del Rey, 
yesterday, would rave been clouded 
with sorrow. 

Hearing the shrill cry for help, Futch 
dashed from the sidewalk to the shore, 
disrobing as he went, plunged into the 


breakers and in swift strokes gained |. 


‘Don't grab me or 
I will strike you,” he said as he took 
hold of Montagues arm and struck 
out for the shore. Other men were ad- 
vancing with a rope which, by the 
time it reached the struggling pair. 
had one hundred men attached to it. 
At a signal the long line hauled away 
and dragged the drowning man and 
his life-saver out of danger. 
was unconscious when 
the water and carried to 
the bathhouse. Vigorous rubbing and 
pounding brought him about in short 
order and as he opened his eyes he 
asked: “What is ail the fuss about? 
What has happened It was some time 
before he remembered. Last night he 
Was reported to be resting quietly. 
The venturesome engineer is a very 
large man, weighing over 290 pounds. 
He had been in the water for more 
than two hours and gradually became 
exhausted without realising it. It 
@was about 4 o'clock when the accident 
happened. A stiff breeze had been 
blowing all day: the sea was whipped 
up with whitecaps and the breakers 
were unusualiy large. A huge roller 
caugh’ the engineer and shot him 2 
the bottom and before he regained ime 
eurface he had swallowed s much 
water that he lost hie presence of mind 
and began to frantically strugele, wav- 
ing his arms in the air and shouting 
for help. With each cry the waves 
filled his mouth with water and he 
was all but gone when Futch, who was 
talkine with F. Kilduff on the board 
walk saw him and rushed to the res- 
cue. 
“Here, untle my shoes! he shouted 
to an engineer as he threw down his 
coat and vest, and ripped off his shirt 
and undershirt. When he dove into 
the water he had nothing on but his

drawers and when he got back to 
Shore he was minus them. Friends 
attempted to put him on their 


shoulders and take him in triumphal 
march up the beach. 

“Let me alone! he shouted, breaking 
away and squatting down im the 
water “I haven't done anything to 
make all this fuss about. All I want 
is a bath robe.”

Futch, who is the president of the in- 
surance branch of the brotherhood, 
was the hero of the hour and was 
overwhelme] with commendations and 
«warm handshakes. It is said that the 
brotherh will adopt resolutions 
acknowledging his heroism.

A real barbécue of beef, pork, lamb 
and fish on the sandy shore, with 
baked clams and all accessory good 
things, was an event which the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
will long remember. They ate and ate 
and emacked their lips over the savory 
viands and then they smoked and 
smoked, lying in knots about the 
beach. and telling stories of their ex- 
periences at the throttle, narrow es- 
capes and humorous incidents.

EALTY BOARD 
COMPLETES YEAR. 


WILL MAKE EFFORT TO BRING 
CONVENTION HERE. 


— @&-——- 


_First Annual Report of President, 
"Read Yesterday, Realty 
Organization to be in Condi- 
tion, With Much Work Already 


Accomplished. 


The annual meeting and luncheon of 
the Los Angeles Realty Board was held 
at Levy's yesterday, and a most favor- 
able report on the condition of the or- 
ganization was read by the president. 
Byron Erkenbrecher. 
now numbers eighty, among them some 
of the leading real state agents of the 
<ity: it has an Income equal to its ex- 
penees, with a surplus in the treasury, 
and hast won a place among the com- 
mercial organizations of the city. 

Four vacancies on the Governing 
Committee were filled at the meeting 
by the resection of George XN. Black 
and the election of Leonard Merrill, A. 
E. Pomeroy and Percy H. Clark. 

The first annual report of the presi- 
dent opened with a review of the cir- 
cumstances leading up to and the final 
organization of the Los Angeles Realty 
Board, the first meetings of which 
were attended only by about fifteen 
agents. Mr. Erkenbrecher spoke grate- 
fully of the aid furnished the board in 
its beginning by the press of the city, 
and in summing up some of the ac- 
complishments of the organization, and 
some of its future plans, said: 

“It has brought about a better feel- 
ing of good fellowship among ita mem- 
bers, and a state of mutual considera- 
tion that justifies ite existence; dis- 
trust, ‘knocking, jealousy and other 
things of like character have been al- 
most entirely eliminated from among 
our members, and this certainiy has 
been to our great benefit and makes it 
much easier to do business among our- 
selves, and there is no doubt but thmt 
agents outside of the board feel the et- 
fects of not belonging to the board. 

“The board, after considerable work 
by one of its committees, is now able 
to obtain almost instant information 
as to the record ownership of property 
right up to date. This is certamly a 
great saving of time to our members, 
and also very valuable. We have also 
created quite an improvement in re- 
gard to the divers map and transfer 
systems which are supplied to a major- 
ity belonging to the board. 

“An appraisal committee was formed, 
and while the appraisals have not been 
very numerous, they have been, though, 
very satisfactory to the parties desirmg 
same, and we are constantly calling 
attention to this important feature of 
the board's work in every possible 
quarter where it might do good, such 
as the local banks and other financial 
institutions, the courts, and persons 
who might require such a committee 
and the demands for committee serv- 
ices are increasing steadily. 

“A echedule of commissions was 
drawn up and approved, and is now 
dispiayed in the offices of our mem- 
bers, which is of great value in 
preventing misunderstandings and et- 
tling disputes, and the certificate of 
membership which hangs in our of- 
fices has been found to inspire confi- 
dence in strangers and new clients. 

“The board of directors has at all 
times placed the board conspicuousiy 
before the public, and indirectly has 
advertised it me most legitimate way; 
particularly in regard to our campaign 
for the cleaning of vacant lots, and 
while we were not able through lack 
of funds, to continue it, and not re- 
ceiving a small appropriation as ex- 
pected from the Council we were 
obliged to discontinue, but the lesson 
shown the people certainly was very 
manifest. We by persistent work in- 
duced the honorable City Council to 
pass an ordinance covering the entire 
Held of offensive and unsightly lots, 
and consolMiated former ineffective or- 
dinances into one that was generally 
commended, and the appearance of 
our beautiful city was greatly im- 
proved as the result of our efforts, and 
we hope to continue this improvement 
by having a bill passed at the next 
session of the State Legislature so 
that the cleaning of vacant lots can 
be done by the proper officials and 
charged against the property. Our ler- 
islative committee is now working on 
a bill for this purpose. We will also 
try to have a bill passed recovering 
possession of rented property from 
dead-beat tenants. 

“It is proposed during the coming 
summer to endeavor to bring the real 
estate men of Southern California to 
Los Angeles for the purpose of forming 
a federation, and eventually to extend 
this federation throughout the State. 
It will probably take some time to ac- 
complich this purpose, but it is cer- 
tainly worth the effort, for if we had a 
State federation of say one thousand 
members, the legislative bodies would 
certainly listen very carefully to any- 
thing that we had to suggest.” 

Highly comolimentary mention was 
made of Secretary Herbert Burdette, 
who has been one of the hardest work- 
ers.

BUYS A TRUNK. 

What led to the belief that the baby 
is to join her before the day set for 
the examination were facts resulting 
from a journey made by May in the 
She came downtown not 
long after 3 o clock. Walking on Third 
Street to the Security Bank at the cor- 
ner of Main, she went in through the 
Side entrance and remained several 
minutes. 

After leaving Ahe bank. she went d- 
rectiy to a tru store in the neighbor- 
hood and purchased a large forty-inch 
trunk. This was sent at once to No. 
412 South Hope street. in care of the 
landlady, who was evidently expected 
to receive it. 

TAKES LODGINGS. 

Later in the afternoon the landlady 
was asked if the trunk had been left 
there, and if anyone was expected to 
follow it. She said a young lady. de- 
scribing May's appearance accurately. 
had called the day before and engaged 
a suite of * in the basement, 
which she said was to be occupied by 
herself, her sister, and an aunt. Noth- 
ing, however, was said about a baby 
in the party. and she did not know 
whether or not there would be one. 

This substantiates * Story pre- 
viously printed em The Times that the 
gwis have a friendly Irish woman who 
has been caring for the child in some 
suburb, and is now preparing to join 
them. When Hesse fas seen this aft- 
éernoon she said preparations had been 
made to move, but she refused to state 
where. 

“My. baby.” she said, is now in the 
city in good hands, and I will produce 
it in court on Saturday morning.

Jobe Church, bollt by the Fran- 
clecana, of which order His Excellency 
is a member: but thie was preceded 
and ‘followed by a sertes of entertain- 
ments, excursions and banquets that 
is memorable in Catholic circles, 

As a memento of this visit and a 
token of the love of the Catholics of 
Southern California for the Pope's per- 
sonal re entatives, the Executive 
Committee who had in charge the 
planning of the entertainments decided 
to tasue a book in which the week's 
events were fully set forth and Utlus- 
trated. 

This work has finally been accom- 
Piished, and the result is one that 
certainiy must be gratifying to those 
who have had it in charge. Ther® are 
more than one hundred pages, freely 
embellished with half-tones of the 
party at various points of interest: 
groups of the committees. visiting 
clergy. etc. and the letter press sets 
forth in excellent manner the events 
of the week. 

The copy sent to Pope Pius was a 
gem in the pookmaker's art. The bind- 
Ine is in puffed white kid, embomed 
with the miter and croster in Inlaid 
gold, with appropriate lettering at the 
bottom of the book. This dainty de- 
sign was conveyed in a casket of 
Mexican carved lather, the best to be 
obtained in this delicate workmanship 

The foreground was occupied by a 
view of the old San Gabriel Miasion. 
and this was surrounded with a wreath 
of the California poppies. 

Three days ago Monsignpr Failconio 
departed from America for Rome. and 
he reauested the privilege of present- 
ing personally to His Holiness the 
token from the Lose Angeles Catholics. 
This will take place some time during 
the present month. 

The copy of the book presented to 
the pa al delegate was bound in purple 
kid. and embossed with the gold miter 
and crosier. An edition of 89 coples 
was tesued for circulation among th. 
who took an active part in the enter- 
tainment of the notable visitor.

That was the condition in which res- 
idents of Pico Heights and the hill 
districts in the west end generally 
known as Kinney and Arlington 
Heights found themselves last n ht, 
and they feel disgusted with the long- 
continued and damaging shortage of 
Water. 

Yesterday afternoon and last night 
not only incenventence, but a condi- 
tion bordering on actual suffering was 
experienced in the higher parts of these 
sections.
